(Stephens, engineer in charge, said this 
morning that he hud never offered any 
inducement to Americans to apply for 
positions on the new railway, but. main- 
ly their ability prompted him in employ- 
ing them. Mr. Stephens said thero were 
four engineers in all who uaa come to 
the Grand Trunk from the Santa Fe 
railway. -Regarding himself he said 1 Mr. 
Illays wrote to him inviting him to come 
to Montreal, but offered him nothing, 
but after he had had a conversation 
with Mr. Hays he decided to accept 
the position of engineer in chief of 
the surveys. He said ho was employed 
by the Grand Trunk but was paid by 
the iGrand Trunk Pacific.

.CROWDS OF DESTITUTE. 

It is estimated that there are at tho 
present time at. least 1,000 Italians 
•wandering around the streets of -Mon- 
treal who are in destitute circumstances. 
Most of them came out to Canada ex- 
pecting to secure work ou the construc- 
tion of the Grand Trunk Pacific rail- 
way, and, of course, have been disap- 
pointed. For some time past the Ital- 
ian consul has been engaged in furnish- 
ing these men with bread enough to 
keep life in their bodies, but the secre- 
tary's funds have at last run out and 
they are unable to do anything more. 
An, appeal was made to the mayor this 
morning and he replied that the city- 
was not iit a position to do anything 
to relieve these men, and so private 
charity will have to be appealed to. In 
the meantime word is to be sent to 
Italy describing the conditions of af- 
fairs so that mo more Italians; will be 
allowed to eavo for Canada unless they 
are wanted, 

THE LABOR SITUATION. 
Tho local labor situation remains 
about the same. The master book- 
binders, three in number, who have their 
men out on strike, have shown no in- 
tention of surrendering. Tlie union is 
now contemplating calling out all its 
members in all tlie shops in -Montreal. 
The master stonemasons says that un- 
less the men who went out on strike 
on .Saturday ret urn to work at once they 
-will lock out all the men in their em- 
ploy, which will mean that several thou- 
sand will be rendered idle.

Washington, May 31.— Thin cable 
gram lias been received at tho United 
States navy department from Hear Ad- 
miral Ohadwick, commanding the 
..South Atlantic squadron at .Taugiens: 
'The seizure "of the American citizen 
was by an insurgent chief to bring pres- 
sure on the Sultan of Morocco to se- 
cure Uio demands of the tribe. Our 
senso of the gravity of tho case is 
shown by tho presence of the American 
squadron and will undoubtedly cause 
the earlier complying by the Sultan of 
Morocco to the demands of the brigands 
us tho only safe incaiw of releasing the 
captives. There is the highest author- 
ity for the statement that an attack on 
Tangier or an expedition against the 
brig-amis will be followed by the imme- 
diate murder of the captives. At the 
instance of the United States Secretary 
of States Hayes no instructions will be 
.sent to liear Admiral Chad wick for the 
Ii resent 

Paris, M)ay 31. — Foreign Minister 
Delcasse, in consequence of a communi- 
cation from the state department trans- 
mitted through United States Ambas- 
sador Porter, has telegraphed instruc- 
tions to the French minister at Tangier 
to use his utmost endeavors to obtain 
the release of Ion Perdicaris and Crom- 
well Vaiicy. 

' American officials are hopeful that 
French iuilucnce with the Moroccan 
government together with the presence 
■of the American fleet at Tangier will se- 
cure an adjustment of the affair. P»e- 
iports through French official channels 
show that Kaisuli's demand for ran- 
som is $70,000. The American view is 
that the Ransom should bo paid 
through tho family of Perdicaris, Kai- 
suli to be dealt with subsequently and 
the money restored to the family, but 
French officials who are familiar with

ture, came up before Mr. Justice Mar- 
tin in tho .Supreme court for trial.

The suits are for 
damages on account of deaths occasion- 
ed on May 23, 1!M>2, by the explosion 
in Niks. 2 and .'! collieries of the Coal 
Creek mines near Pernio, which result- 
ed in the death of 125 miners, only 17 
of those in the works escaping. Five 
counsel appeared on behalf of the de- 
fendants today, but the court declined 
to recognize more than two senior and 
one junior counsel on each side and 
after a lengthy argument the case was 
adjourned until tomorrow to consider 
this point. 



WEST COAST MINES. 

Exports Go North to Start Development 
Work at Bugaboo Creek. 

(Mr. John Bentley, manager of the 
Bentley Iron Mining Company, accom- 
panied by Mr. J. W. McGregor, leaves 
tonight for Bugaboo creek, where the 
company's mines are situated. He will 
place a number of men at work opening 
up tho two claims owned by the com 
pany, which Mr. Wm, Price, the well- 
known Pennsylvania iron expert, has 
stated comprise one of the largest and 
finest deposits of iron ore he has ever 
examined.

Kamloops, B. C, May 28. — (JSpecial) 
— Sometime in July the remodelling and 
reconstruction of the Fruitlund irriga- 
tion system will he completed, when a 
new and promising era of immigration 
will bo inaugurated in tho 'Kamloops 
district. Three camps havo been es- 
tablished at points along the eighteen 
miles of the main canal and big forces 
of carpenters anil laborers aro hustling 
to finish the work. 

After many mouths of patient ef- 
fort fraught with not a few tribula- 
tions, and the expenditure of fully 
i$150,000, the Canadian Ileal Properties, 
'litd., is about to enter upon tbe realiza- 
tion of its undertaking in the settlement 
o£ some 0,000 acres of semi-arid land. 
Land that in past years, for lack of 
water was practically valueless except 
for the scant pasture it might afford 
during a limited season. 

The correspondent has just returned 
from a trip up the west side of the 
'North Thompson river, passing through 
iPruitlund. Little is known on tho out- 
side of this undertaking, in which Eng- 
lish capital has embarked so pJenteous- 
ly. Indeed, one would think that tho 
owners of D'ruitlaud wju - e trying to hide 
their light under a bushel, instead of 
■making' known to the world — and there" 
is an anxious world of homeseekers 
coming to Canada's great west — the 
largest and most costly venture yet un- 
dertaken for the reclamation of the 
arid lands of British Columbia. 

Planking the eastern base of the 
Garde Lafferty and following up the 
.North Thompson some seventeen miles, 
from its continence with the main 
Thompson at Kamloops. is a stretch 
of gently slopiug land averaging from 
a half a mile to a mile in width. West- 
ward from the junction of the two 
rivers and skirting the southern slope 
of the same range is eight miles more 
of similar land. Here i.s room for over 
200 families and signs are not want- 
ing locally that a substantial start has 
been made for such a colony. 

As one travels across the country 
team after team is passed hauling lum-» 
ber, building material and supplies for 
tho homeseeker. Not a day passes but 
dozens of enquiries are had respecting 
the North Thompson river lands, both 
irrigable and open for homcsteading. 
IMauy arrivals have taken plots with a 
view to engaging in mixed farming, the 
raising of garden truck and fruit (which 
by the way is less irksome than raising 
No. 1 hard), have joined the colony, 
while dozens of others are here spying 
out land or have been located on gov- 
rnmeut land further north. 
.For about twenty miles up the North 
Thompson the land is in the dry belt, 
ami with the exception of a few oasis 
on which water has been brought, pre- 
sents to the eye a dismal vista ol' 
patches of straggling hunch grass. Now, 
however, that water is at last available, 
it does not require much of an imagina- 
tion to picture farm after farm of grc.eu 
verdure and orchards and that is what 
(Pruitlaud will become within the next 
few years. 

The .soil is a rich alluvial deposit 
varying in texture from a slight sandy 
loam to a sandy clay loam and of a 
very fertile character, when brought 
under irrigation. It is especially adapt- 
ed to fruit growing and market garden- 
ing. 

But to come back to ihe,. work now 
rapidly Hearing completion. There lias 
been luiiit. or in process of construc- 
tion, twenty-live miles of canal. Humes 
and ditches. A; the north end of the 
property is Jainieson creek, tin' source 
of supply sulticiellt to irrigate by the 
present s'ystem 0,000 acre.-.

This amount, 
with the existing lend means -bio cubic 
feci per second, or 14,000 miner's 
inches, and when one lakes into consid- 
eration that at Hood time the volume 
is much higher, there is little tear for 
lack of water supply during the princi- 
pal -cat-on for irrigation. Where irri-

.-on is considered far more than sulli 
ceint for all agricultural purposes and 
it is not a hard mailer of calculation to 
see that the' company's land has an 
.uexhaustible supply.

Why Japanese 

Beat Cossacks 



Extraordinary Forethought of 
[Mikado's Officers Previous 
to War. 



Empress of Japan Brings Pass- 
engers Who tell Interesting 
Stories. 



II. 01. S. Empress of Japan, Captain 
iPjbtis, R. X. it., crrive-J last evening 
from the Oriental ports with a large 
number of passengers and a full cargo 
of Asiatic products destined for vari- 
ous points in .America and Hurope. 
Twelve white and 57 Japanese pus- 
sengers landed at Victoria. 

The notables amongst the saloon pas- 
sengers included -Mr. D. 10. Brown, C. 
1'. ii. general agent in the Orient, who 
has come over to Canada on a tour of 
business and holiday. Bear Admiral 
II. T. O. Foote, accompanied by his 
wife, is on his way home from the 
Asian station to hJnglund. lie was 
commander or H. M. S. Ocean, and has 
just been promoted to admiralty rank. 
Air, \j. Ito, n relative of the famous 
''Bismarck of Japan," was nleso aboard. 
He is on his way to Washington, I>. 
'O. iSir Bryan Iveighton is returning t" 
England after a visit t>> the Kar Bast, 
having espent some time in Japan study- 
ing the people and their customs. Judge 
X. J. MclJonough, of Manila, is en 
route home. Col. A. II. Russell, of the 
United 'States army in the Philippines, 
is also, bound for his home in the States 
after service in the islands. lie reports 
that Mr. .Martin Kgnu, chief of the 
Associated I'ress stall at the seat of 
war, is seriously ill. Mr, Assessor Stu- 
benraucli • is also another arrival from 
the now American possessions. Bishop 
Partridge and Mrs. Partridge are from 
China. Engineer Commander J. S. 
Watch, of the .Royal Navy, is bound 
home from Hongkong to London. The 
Hon. Beekmau Winterop ami Mrs. 
Winterop are en route from a tour of 
Eastern Asia to their home in England. 

The Empress of Japan had an un- 
usually rough passage, nearly all the 
way across. High winds with heary 
seas and quite an uncommon degree of 
cold for May marked the voyage from 
Yokohama to Cape Flattery. An im- 
mense quantity of mail matter Mas 
brought over, and this took some time to 
land. A good deal of it is bound for 
the American side. The passengers 
eagerly bought up all the copies of the 
Colonist available and devoured the ex- 
citing news about the recent battles. 

The Japanese saloon passengers be- 
trayed every symptom of delight at the 
splendid victories of their countrymen, 
and could not restrain their expressions 
of admiration and joy. 

To a Colonist reporter one of the 
most intelligent Japanese who have 
landed here in many months spoke free- 
ly about the war. lie said that the su- 
periority of the Japanese artillery lire 
was duo to long secret practice with 
the guns before the war. The govern- 
ment spared no expense to train the 
men in the use of the weapons, and as 
a result a rare degree of perfection 
was attained. Some scores that would 
make European guuners stare were re- 
corded; repeated instances could be men- 
tioned where shot after shot was land- 
ed within a narrow circle at a prodigi- 
ous distance. Whilst it is a fact that 
all field and heavy gujis of European 
make show variability, sending their 
projectiles with a certain amount of 
"wobble," the best marksman never be- 
ing able to swear that he can plant shell 
on shell ut a couple of miles, with luc 

Arisaka fifteen-pounder, which has I u 

working so fearful a havoc' amongst 
.Russian artillery and infantry, the skill- 
ed gunner places shell on shell within 
a circle of a few feet with the pre- 
cision of a steam hummer falling on 
its anvil, and at ranges varying from 
2,(X>U metres ii.n to 4,000 metres. 

It is this astounding precision of lire 
that bus crushed and cowed the Rus- 
sian butteries, swept away whole bat- 
t.alions of infantry in trenches supposed 
to afford protection, and on the sen hi 
the naval battles has made it dangerous 
for the enemy to leave the steel gun 
ports open a second longer than actu- 
ally necessary for running out and dis- 
charging the gun. 

There has never in the history of war 
been such gun practice, and the Euro- 
pean oflieers who have witnessed tins 
marvelous shooting freely admit that 
there is nothing in Europe to compare 
with it. 

The Japanese who spoke to the < ol- 
onist said that even the idomitable Jap- 
anese themselves were a little doubt- 
ful about the outcome of their encount- 
ers with the much-advertised Cossacks, 
the pride of the Russian army, the men 
who were to redeem all defeats, wipe 
away all reverses and massacre the Jap- 
anese like slice]). The Russians believe 
in the lighting qualities <>f the Cossacks 
as they believe in their elkons; it is an 
article of the national faith that the 
Cossack in war is invincible. 

The Japanese before the war had 
•gentlemen traveling through Russia tak- 
ing quiet notes of things in general, but 
particularly about the war work of the 
lamed Cossacks. They learned all that 
was necessary and reported their dis- 
coveries to the war office in Tokio. 
These notes, were handed over to special- 
ists, who were requested to devise ways 
and means for rendering Cossack at- 
tacks on Japanese Infantry nugatory; to 
such nil extent as to inculcate caution 
in the minds of those free-and-easy chil- 
dren of the steppes. 

The plan was soon evolved, and is 
now in practical operation every day 
along the lighting line. It is this. Rue i 
Japanese detachment is provided with 
'one quick-firing machine gun, so light 
that it may be carried easily on the 
back of a 'pony, and so simple that it 
run be taken off the pony and mounted, 
ready for action, in seconds, not min- 
utes. Four men compose the battery to 
serve the gun, which lias an effective, 
range of something like live thousand 
■metres or greater than the Xordenfcldt 
or Grtttling. It can be swivelled in any 
direction with the utmost ease, and 
while in action its zone is absolutely 
untenable for anything living. 

This is the reason why sotnln niter 
soinia of Cossacks has met a bloody 
and swift ending from (lie despised Jap- 
anese warriors. The instant a cloud 
, id' those hairy Russians is seen ap- 
proaching, off come-; the machine gun, 
ami in an incredibly short turn 



ng then' doW'i a« one cuts grain with 
u reoiper. 1'his accounts for the re- 
markable jjiimunity from casualties 
amongst the Japanese companies which 
have been attacked by the Cossacks. 

Regarding the Russians the Japanese 
passenger waxed humorous. Ho said 
that there was one quality in which 
they f tt r .Surpassed the Japanese, who 
uiihceitiit'tlglj' yielded them all the hom- 
age ami Precedence possible in this ac- 
complishment— namely, their vast eating 
powers. .The Russian soldier lias such 
an appetite that it is one of the gravest 
problems Of the campaign to keep liim 
in food. The Japanese, on the other 
hand, tieve r think about eating-, are sat- 
i sited with next to nothing, and that of 
the coarsest ana plainest. This Spar- 
tan fare Se er ns to compare favorably as 
to results w jth the stuff eateai by' the 
Russian soldiery who also, arc far' from 
temperate, consuming vodka, rakee and 
kvass in et 1(>r iiiou s quantities. The Jap- 
anese Jim! ,.old water, varied with a 
little ten. Occasionally, sufficient. 

Another passenger, an American,. who 
had bee" in Hongkong, related some 
interesting particulars regarding the 

mlltilly of t |ie* COOlics collected there 

from various parts of China bound un- 
der contract for South Africa to serve 
as miners \w the diamond and gold 
mines. It appears thai the coolies did 
not like Hie terms under which they 
were to . u o taken away, and rebelled. 
For a tim tiling looked decidedly 

awkward; the ti ]>s were called ou'f 

and the fOofi e s penned up on the Kow- 
looii side. .\ «hji ( . foreman who went 
in amongst i lieii] ;,, ri-innnstrnle with 
them, w iis attacked and thrown over a 
wall into tl| L , sea, where he was saved 
from drowtii||<; by a boat's crew from 
a neighboring man o'war. After much 
pnlaaver the.' coolies were .pacified, and 
when the Eiiii>res s sailed it was expect- 
ed that, the first consignment of them 
would be despatched for Port Elizabeth 
or Durban llt nu enrlv date.

\\yunghusband, and Wo may bo sure 
that Lord Kitchener, the Commander- 
iii-Ghief in India, will not allow any 
Unnecessary delay to occur in the de- 
spatch, of these troops. It is possible 
that tho continuous failures of the at- 
tempts to cheek or destroy the Mis- 
sion, may lead to tho Tliibetan authori- 
ties reluctantly sending representatives 
to negotiate with Colonel younghuebaud. 
Jjy this time also it is probable that 
the Japanese victories over dtussia will 
be -whispered even in remote L-hassa, 
sinco news travels in Oriental countries 
ill a manner that is inexplicable to Eu- 
ropeans. Although the suzerainty of 
China seems to be treated as a thing 
of' the past by tho Thibetans, it is pro- 
bable that Peking has indicated to 
Lhnssa the change that ''as already 
come over Russia's position in the Far 
liast. While Russian reverses may 
Oiiuse the Thibetans to attach less value 
to the promise of assistance from St. 
Petersburg, it may be that Japanese 
successes may inspire a feeling of confi- 
dence in other Asiatic breasts that may 
not conduce to a disposition to acquiesce 
ill the British demands for diplomatic 
relations between Calcutta and Lhnssa 
and the maintenance of good neighbor- 
hood between the two countries. "Whe- 
ther it will bo found possible to secure 
Hritish predominance in Thibet, or at 
least that Uussian lufluenco shall not 
<\\ist there, without, the establishment 
of n permanent. British resident at the 
Capital, it is impossible at present to 
say. Wo know that the Imperial au- 
thorities refused to give their assent to 
Lord Curzon's suggestion last year thai 
s\lch a resident should bo appointed. 
But more is known now about Russian 
intrigues in a country which is distant 
a thousand miles from the nearest Rus- 
sian territory, while the Thibetans 1 no- 
tion towards the Mission has been some- 
what of a surprise.

Caterpifilar Host 
Headed This Way 



Pests Reach Lower Mainland 
and Many Points In Sound 
Country. 



Simple Remedies Prescribed For 
Stopping Work of Destruc- 
tive Worms. 



'The Colonist lias frequently of lato 
drawn attention to the reports omanat- 
atiug from points on the Mainland and 
tlio Sound country of the presence of 
a caterpillar pest which is doing great 
damage to the crops. iMr. li. M. 
Palmer, who lias just returned from 
the interior, reports that a weevil is 
doing considerable damage on the lower 
Mainland, and the Seattle Post-Intelli- 
gencer announces that the fruit inspec- 
tor of Washington has issued a call to 
arm in an effort to stay the work of 
the pest. 

(The army of tent caterpillars which 
3ias been devastating the foliage of trees 
in GPacoma and other rural communities, 
is now approaching Seattle, says thu 
Post-Tiitclligencer. Having devoured 
neary everything green in the country 
districts, the insect host seems likely to 
be driven to the city like the rest of 
the vagrant population. Fruit Inspec- 
tor \V. II. Brown, of King county, has 
sent out a bugle call to tree owners, 
■warning them to make ready to with- 
stand the onslaught of the parasites. 

Mr. Brown has had the caterpillars 
photographed in several different; atti- 
tudes, and is sending out handbill^ with 
cuts of the insects upon them, for 
identification. The circular is a sort of 
caterpillar rogues' gallery, and thu 
whole family is posted in it, even egg 
clusters around a limb, and the perfect 
moth into which the pest finally evolves. 
After filling himself up with treo leaves 
tho worm turns— into a butterfly— and 
becomes a purely ornameutal member of 
the community. 

As caterpillars the insects have an ac- 
tive life of about four weeks. During 
these weeks they keep quite busy. They 
spread their tents broadcast wherever 
they can find trees. They are not stuck 
upon any particular tree diet. Any tree 
with green leaves upon it is good enough 
for them. Fruit trees and wild alder 



trees aro possibly their favorite diet. 
They string tlioir tents principally on tho 
new shoots, that is, the little branches 
sprouting the present season. Inspector 
Brown says he has counted as many as 
forty-five tents on one alder tree. 

Inspector Brown prescribes two . reme- 
dies for cutting off the worms in the 
bloom of their early youth before they 
devour every growing sprout within 
■reach. As the caterpillars are fond of 
greens as a spring diet he recommends 
that paris green and arsenic be offered 
to the invaders. The only drawback to 
this plan, he says, Is that it takes so 
much of tho drugs to ,go around and 
many of the more timid insects may bo 
overlooked in the rush. They multiply 
faster than Mormons, and it is harder to 
take a complete census of them. 

Tho alternative is to go after the 
"critters" with a pruning knife, cut off 
the limbs to which they are attached 
and make a bonfire of the entire har- 
vest. To do this effectually the horticul- 
turist must labor at night, when the 
caterpillars' union forbid working mi 
night shifts. The little worms work 
long hours, but when night enshrouds 
the earth in its ample folds the cater- 
pillars retire into their nice warm tents. 
They take no risk of catching their 
dentils of cold, and refrain from rising 
until tho sun sets the example. Then 
the whole army gets busy. 

Mr. Brown urges, therefore, that the 
tree owner follow the example of the 
Assyrian who swooped down upon the 
enemy like a "wolf in tho fold. While the 
unsuspecting gourmands, surfeited with 
the succulent " herbage they have con- 
sumed during the preceding day, aro 
lulled to peaceful slumber by the gentle 
lullaby hummed by the soughing breezes 
the horticulturist can go out and reap 
n harvest like Father Time when a pes- 
tilence is abroad in the land.

FINANCE ND COMMERCE. 



New York, May "Jl— Three days of 
leisure for the contemplation of stock 
market prospects did not result In any ac- 
cession of speculative confidence, -so far 
as was evolved by the meagre dealings 
and the hailing and narrow fluctuations 
today. The market showed no essential 
change from its recent lethargic character. 
The firm tone of the London market and 
the Saturday bank .statement, which was 
called favorable by commentators, were 
worth a fractional rise to this morning, 
which amounted to an average of about 
tl-8. Prices then slipped back to below 
last Friday's level. The nominal cause 
was the suspension of a Arm on the cotton 
exchange; but although the failure was 
announced as due to a defalcation with no 
bearing on market or financial conditions, 
the market failed to recover its lost 
ground. The weekiy crop bulletin of the 
weather bureau was encouraging us re- 
gards the winter wheat crop and was dis- 
tinctly hopeful for the start of the spring 
wheat crop. The cotton crop also was 
shown to have Improved. The Erie state- 
ment showed a decline In April net earn- 
ings compared with last year, of $203,875, 
or nearly 20 per cent.. The stocks of the 
company suffered from this showing, es- 
pecially the first preferred, from fears that 
the Integrity of Its dividend was threat- 
ened. The Paris money market gave fur- 
ther sign of satisfaction of Its demand for 
gold, but the price of sterling exchange 
here continued to .advance and the pos- 
sibility of a movement of gold to (London 
direct was discussed. Money wus easy in 
all departments of the money market as 
a result of the bank statement. The 
$700,000 in gold bars engaged for export 
en Thursday was all that was available 
at the assay oftlce In that form. There 
was a light covering movement by shorts 
late In the day, but the closing was 
easy. A number of inactive bonds made 
wide declines from long preceding sales, 
and the genera! tone was heavy. Total 
sales par value, $1,840,000. United States 
2s registered declined a quarter , ln d the 
2s coupon advanced a quarter per cent, on 
Gall.

The meeting was a (protracted one, 
as thero was a large amount of general 
business to get through in addition to 
several important matters of a special 
character. 

A large number of announcements 
wore received asking fur all kinds of 
information with reference to the city 
and district. 

The secretary submitted copies of the 
Sunset Magazine, of San Francisco; 
the Pacific Monthly Magazine, of Port- 
land, Ore., and "Touring California," of 
San Francisco and Los Angeles. in 
which full page advertisements had been 
placed. In this connection he reported 
that he had prepared illustrated arti- 
cles for these magazines, which would 
be published shortly; also one of about 
2,000 words for the 'Canadian Medical 
Journal. vi 

Letters were received from the Pa- 
■cilic (.'oast Steamship Company and 
from Mr. E. 10. Blackwood, of the 
Alaska Steamship Company, saying that 
it was impossible for their companies 
to inaugurate a direct steamship ser- 
vice between Bellingham Bay and other 
Sound cities and Victoria at present. 
The secretary said he had written other 
companies on the matter. A letter was 
received from E. .1. Coyle, of the C. 
1'. It., stating that the request of the 
association for summer rates between 
Manitoba and the Coast was now under 
consideration and that he would advise 
the decision when received. 

iThe proposal to advertise Victoria in 
the Farmers' Advocate, an agricultural 
jmper with a large circulation in Mani- 
toba and the Northwest, was under dis- 
cussion for some time, the members 
present feeling that the real estate men 
of the city might have taken a more 
lively interest in the matter.

BORING FOIt OIL. 

G. Sheldon-Williams, editor of the 
B. C. Mining Exchange, who came over 
from Vancouver last night, says that 
the ten-inch pipe having- been inserted 
for TOO feet in the Richmond oil well 
at Sterestou. drilling has been again 
resumed. The successsftil setting of 
this pipe shuts off all quicksandn and 
makes the drilling less hazardous. The 
formation at TOO feet was a very hard 
shale, which continued for fifteen feet, 
when it changed to blue gumbo; after 
passing through live feet of this, a 
shallow layer of shale was encountered, 
which changed again to blue gumbo. 
The formations already encountered 
while drilling are very encouraging, and 
give every indication of reaching the 
oil sands at u much less depth than was 
anticipated by the expert.

Fixing Triple Port Run of 
Princess Victoria. 



New Service May Belnaugurated 
at Date Earlier Than 
Expected. 



The approval of Mr. William Whyte, 
second vice president of the C. P. It., 
is all that is now necessary before the 
triple-port sailing schedule of the steam- 
ship Princess Victoria becomes effec- 
tive and she takes the run between 
Victoria, Vancouver and Seattle. Mr. 
"Whyte's sanction may come any day 
and the moment it is given the Princess 
Victoria will undertake, the huge task 
of covering .some Ulio miles of hard 
steaming once every twenty-four hours. 
, The furnishing of daily steamship 
connection between ports so widely sep- 
arated as Victoria, Vancouver and Se- 
attle are is something never before at- 
tempted in the history of stenmboatiug 
on this coast, or so far as known any- 
where else in the world. Capt. J. \V. 
Troup, superintendent of the C. I'. It. 
coasting service, has however staked 
his reputation that the Princess Vic- 
toria can cover the route satisfactorily, 
making four-hour runs between' each 
port and finding sullicient time between 
shifts io coal up her bunkers. 

Upon entering the service the Prin- 
cess Victoria will carry a double crew. 
She will run day and night and during 
the summer season it is estimated that 
she will do tin enormous passenger traf- 
fic on the route.

It will be recalled that the Colonist 
some few day.-- ago gave considerable 
prominence to the uniioiincemeui made 
by ollicials of tin- local board -if trade 
to the effect that word had been re- 
ceived that Ihe government had ar- 
ranged for construction to commence on 
the Pacific coast end of the Grand i 
Trunk Facific siuiultuneoutsly with ope;-- j 
at ions beginning on tin- eastern sec- 
tions. It afterwards developed that 
there was no basis for such belief, 
though it was reported from New West- 
minster that Aulay Morrison, M. 1'., 
had given such an assurance. In this 
connection the New Westminster Co- 
lumbian says: 

The protests from British Columbia 
llgilinsl the neglect to provide in the 
Cm ml Trunk Pacific bill, that construc- 
tion should bo carried on from tlo- Pa- 
cific coast as well as from Eastern 
points, were met by messages from Ot- 
tawa, declaring that thi had been done. 
For instance, the New Westminster 
Hoard of Trade wired to Mr. Aulay 
Morris M. I'., and this was his re- 
ply: 

Ottawa, May 12, 100-1. 
.A. White. Secretary Hoard of Trade, 
New West minster: 
Hill already safeguards simultaneous 
construction. Pleased, however, to get 
your wire. 

AULA V MORRISON. 

The copies of the bill received hero 
did not contain the safeguard, and Mr. 
Templeman had said in reply to a ques- 
tion in the Senate that it was not the 
intention to require such a provision. 
No reports of any amendment of the 
nature had come over tin- wire. Mr. 
Morrisonia message, therefore, came as 
a pleasant surprise, and details of the 
safeguard he indicated were awaited 
with much interest. 

Hul search of the very detailed re- 
ports in the great papers of tin- Fasi, 
failed to disclose tiny mention of a 
belated amendment to the effect indi- 
cated; and the records were also nilont 
on Ihe subject. 

Now the bill has passed its third read- 
ing in the Commons, and the positive 
assertion comes from Ottawa thai there 
is no provision for simultaneous con- 
struction from the Pacific coast— -that, in 
brief, the statement of Mi-. Morrison's 
telegram to the Board of Trade was 
not true. 

Il is a very serious reflection on the 
member for Xew Westminster that — to 
put the most charitable construction on 
the incident- he was so little com-erncl 
for our interests thai he did not 
know what the bill contained on the 
subject, and was so reckless as to send 
such an answer to the Hoard of Trade 
w'ltllout being sure of ils truth. 

Is il any wonder <that action lags in 
connection with the many public Im- 
provements for this constituency peti- 
tioned for year after year in vain?
